ruined garden crops and interrupted 
lines of wire communication. 
The storm Sunday evening was the 
second to visit Gettysburg during the 
day, the first hail falling about mid­ 
afternoon. 
Little damage was done 
by the first storm, although the elec­ 
trical storm, which accompanied the 
deluge, crippled the 
electric service 
between here and Hanover, and Get­ 
tysburg was without electricity for a 
short time. 
The storm Sunday evening swept 
across the lower sections of Franklin 
and Fulton counties, but the hail did 
not start falling until after it 
had 
reached the mountains in the south­ 
western part of this county. 
Motor­ 
ists w'ho were 
in 
the 
vicinity 
of 
Waynesboro last evening, stated that 
they could follow the course of tha 
storm over that community, but that 
so far as could be learned by them 
no sign of hail was seen. 
The jaun­ 
diced clouds which marked the hail 
could be seen approaching and also 
could be seen moving off toward York 
county after the fury of the storm 
had abated. 
Wind which reached almost cyclone 
proportions accompanied the hail and 
rain and, mingled with the electrical 
display in the heavens, was ah awe­ 
inspiring sight. 
The wind drove the 
hail and rain in sheets, 
bringing al­ 
most all motor vehicles to a stop until 
the storm had spent its fury. 
Damages Orchards 
The hail did its first damage in Ad­ 
ams county in and near Littlestown, 
where many windows were broken, 
nine being smashed in the home of 
Harry Stover. 
Coming north along the Littlestown 
and 
Emmitsburg 
roads, 
the 
hail 
vaunted its fury on garden crops, or­ 
chards and window panes. 
At the 
home of R. R. Long, on the Emmits­ 
burg road, just south of town, known 
as the Sherfy Farm, a dozen windows 
were broken by 
the hail, 
which in 
many instances was as large as wal­ 
nuts. 
A small 
orchard 
of apples, 
peaches and pears

Farm also was badly damaged by the 
frozen particles. 
In Gettysburg, signs were torn off 
buildings, several trees were uproot­ 
ed, branches of all sizes were torn off, 
streets were inundated, a few win­ 
dows were

BOMB PLOT FAILS 
TO FREE CONVICTS 


Prisoners Are Subdued in Chi­ 
cago Jail When Explosion 
Wrecks Walls of Prison. 


Chicago, July 
19.—Wholesale de­ 
livery of scores of desperate crimi­ 
nals, several of whom are under sen­ 
tence of death, was averted by the 
narrowest of circumstances yesterday, 
when a bomi) was touched off inside 
the county jail, against a wall of the 
old building. 
The explosion was terrific, shaking 
the entire neighborhood and rocking 
the jail building to its foundation. 
Prisoners in that section of the jail 
and guards 
in the corridors were 
flung to the stone floors by the force 
of the concussion. 
A hole was torn 1 
through the granite, brick and mortar 
of the wall and heavy iron and steel 
bars enclosing the tiers of cells were 
twisted badly. 
Practically all the prisoners in that 
section, about six hundred, had just 
been ordered into their cells after the 
morning exercises. 
The guards had 
locked their cell doors. 
One guard, 


Frank Ouhale, had been especially 
assigned to watch Henry J. ‘'Midget” 
Ferenckes, a 
former Philadelphian, 
who had just been 
released from a 
month’s solitary confinement for an 
attempted jail break. 
The attention 
of the guard 
was distracted for a 
moment while he opened tho pate to 
the “bull-pen” where 
the 
prisoners 
had been exercising, to admit fifty- 
four “trusties” who were to mop the 
floor. During that moment, some one 
placed the bomb and lighted the fuse. 
The 
resulting 
detonation 
flung 
Ouhale and the trusties to the floor, 
but the guard managed to scramble to 
his feet, slam and bolt the gate, as 
the prisoners herded in the pull-pen 
attempted to dash out. 


Had the bomb been placed a few 
minutes earlier before the convicts 
were herded in the cells, the desperate 
plan might have had some measure 
of success. The opening torn in tho 
wall led to an alley, but the prisoners 
would have been required to risk a 
sixteen-foot leap to the ground after 
squirming through 
the twisted bars 
and 
broken 
masonry. 
Ouhale and 
other guards 
immediately 
planted 
themselves in front of the opening 
and threatened death to any prisoner 
attempting to escape.
